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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to applicant's RCE received on September 7 th , 2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement for the same reasons set forth in paragraph 4 
of the Final Rejection mailed June 7 th , 2007. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

Applicant's remarks regarding the features of claims 4 and 5 have been fully 
considered but are not deemed persuasive. Applicant states that the C-shaped 
structure with the left and right links 25 and the clincher pressing section is not 
completely rigid and has a certain amount of flexibility or elasticity to accommodate the 
desired movement. While examiner understands Applicant's statement of the links 
being flexible due to a certain amount of elasticity, there is no support for any flexibility 
of the links anywhere in the disclosure. The only description of the links moving out of 
phase is described on page 13 of the disclosure with no explanation of how they are 
able to move out of phase with each other. Therefore, claims 4 and 5 contain subject 
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matter that was not described in the disclosure as to enable one skilled in the art to 
make or use the invention. Due to the level of indefinjteness with regard to claims 4 and 
5, action on the merits cannot properly be made at the time. 

For the reasons above, the 35 USC 112, 1 st paragraph rejection is deemed 
proper. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Udagawa et al (5,791,543). 

Udagawa discloses the same invention including a table link 152 rotatably 
provided in a base, a paper-pressing table 100 attached to the table link 152, movable 
clinchers 401 and 402, a fixing pin 101 on a side surface of the table link 152, a fixing 
plate 152A that is linearly slidable with respect to the fixing pin 101 , a driver 321 to drive 
the staples into paper by pressing against the table 100, clincher links 410 and 41 1 that 
rotate to move the clinchers 401 and 402, clinch levers 431 that rotate downward to 
press the clincher links 410 and 411, and a pressure reducing mechanism (shown in 
Fig. 22) to reduce the pressure by the clinch levers 431 . The pressure reducing 
mechanism includes a sector shaped cam 514 where the periphery of it is engaged with 
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the clinch lever 431. The sector shaped cam 514 has a stepped portion formed on its 
periphery as shown in Fig. 22. As the cam is engaged with the clinch levers 431 , the 
pressure is reduced on the clincher links 41 0 and 41 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Udagawa 
et al (5,791 ,543) and admitted prior art for the same reasons set forth in paragraph 9 of 
the previous office action, supra. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to the 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, have 
been fully considered and are believed to have been addressed above. 

Conclusion 

10. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
